PEARL HARBOR. — The United 
States Navy plans to leave opera- 
tional control of the southwest Pa- 
cific area to Australia which will | 
strengthen its naval program, Ad- 
miral Louis E. Denfeld, Navy Com- 
mander in Chief of the Pacific, said 
on jhis return from conferences in 
Australia. 

He cited reduced naval appropria- 
tions and changed views on Pacific 
strategy as the principal reasons ‘for 
the shift of responsibility in the 
area. 

‘I told Australian leaders that al- 
though we spent $131,000,000 on our 
Manus base alone, the Pacific Fleet 
would have to abandon its southwest 
Pacific bases and concentrate else- 
where,” he said. “We just haven’t 
the money.” 

The Admiral said that Australia’s 
Navy which now consists of a small 
number of cruisers and destroyers, 
would be strengthened by two air- 
craft carriers and perhaps other ves- 
sels to be acquired from Britain. 

He said his Australian conferences 
covered defense and security of the 
Pacific Ocean, for which he is re- 
sponsible, but added that he made 
no commitments.
